July 3d, 1877 

The prompt action of Mr. Evarts rela- 
tive to the recent outrage upon the whal- 

ng schooner, Ellen Rizpah, Capt. Dun- 
ham, of Provincetown, Mass., has direct- 
ed attention anew to the administration 
ef our State Department. The facts rel- 
ative to this vessel, as given at the State 
Department, are about as follows: While 
south of Cuba she was overhauled by a 
Spanish cruiser, boarded, her papers de- 
manded, and not proving satisfactory the 
commander was placed in confinement 
and his vessel detained. Four days sub- 
sequently a Spanish frigate arrived, and 
after another examination of the schoon- 
er’s papers Dunham’s release was or- 
dered, and he permitted to resume his 


}voyage. Qn his arrival at Key West he 


reported these facts tothe Custom House 
official there, who in turn communicated 
them to the State Department. After 
examination a revenue steamer was sent 
to obiain Capt. Dunham’s affidavit, who, 
in the mean time, had sailed again from 
Key West. The search was unsuccess- 
ful, and Mr. Evarts, acting on the infor- 


mation already in hand, demanded in-| 
demnity for the vessel’s deiention, and! 


an apology and promise of good behavior 
for the future, all of which were prom- 
ised by the Madrid Government. The

Wonders of the Deep. 


In her scientific cruise of three years 
and a half, the Challenger steamed and 
sailed 68,930 miles, crossing 
Atlantic and the Pacific— the former sev- 
eral times. The deepest soundings were 
4,575 fathoms in the Pacific, between 
the Admiralty Islands and Japan, and in 
the Atlantic 3,870 fathoms, ninety miles 
north of the Island of St. Thomas, in 
the West Indies.

The insanity of J. C. Ayer of Lowell, 
says the Utica Observer, affords a terri- 
ble warning to advertisers. Here was a 
man engaged in the manufacture of a 
pill, not differing much froma hundred 
other _ pills may be obtained 
at any drug store. Inan ungarded mo- 
ment he made up his mind that he would 
advertise, not in the picayune style of 
the ordinary dealer, but in a comprehen- 
sive sort of way, by which he could 
reach every possible purchaser of pills. 
He started with the idea of devoting 
half of his profits each year to adver- 
tising. 

The result might have been foreseen. 
He accumulated money so rapidly that 
he did not know what to do with it.— 
When he had rolled together $15,000,000 
and had vainly striven to find some out- 
\let for his ever-increasing profits, his 
mind gave way under the absorbing 
cares of his vast business, and he is now 
a patient at an asylum for the insane.— 
How easily this calamity might have 
been averted! If he had stuck to the 
conservative methods of many of our 
merchants and refrained from advertis- 
ing, he might have been passing quietly 
through bankruptcy now, instead of be- 
ing loaded down with his uncounted 
| millions. 

It is a dangerous experiment for a man 
| who does not want to become rich to ad- 
vertise; or, if he advertise at all, he 
|must advertise grudgingly and at long 
intervals, lest his profits should grow out 
lof all proportions to his requirements, 
land he should find himself burdened 
| with wealth. 

| Advertising, conductegon the princi- 
| ple of devoting half the profits of a busi-
